Dorsey of Yonkers, who lost a son 
in Vietnam, will march in the 
five-division Veteran's Day Parade 
here on Sunday scheduled to begin

He will be the guest speaker at 
the 4:30 luncheon at the Polish 
Community Center. 


Fifteen bands, including the 
United States Military Band, will 
set the musical pace for the hun- 
dreds of marchers representing 
veteran organizations which will 
proceed up South Broadway from 
Valentine Lane. 


Marchers will pause briefly at 
the World War, Korean and Viet- 
nam monuments at Washington Park 


in‘ front of City Hall where cere- 
monies will be conducted honoring 
those who have served in the 
Armed Services. 


John Drago, treasurer of the Cen- 
tral Committee of War Veterans 
Organizations and chairman of the 
Veteran's Day Committee, will pre- 
side. Msgr. Cajetan-—Troy, paseer 
of Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
Church, will offer prayers. 


Lowerre Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Post firing squad will sound the 
volley; bugler, Edward Biggiano, 
will play taps and Mrs. Bertha 
Jarvis will sing the National 
Anthem. 


The parade will be headed by 
Police Lt. Joseph T. Nader, grand 
marshal. Gen. Dorsey will review 
the marchers.

The Dorsey family lost one son in 
Vietnam where two other sons also 
served. 


Yonkers' ninth Vietnam casualty 
was Marine Cpl. William D. Dorsey 
20-year-old son’ of the, retired 
officer, who died of fragmentation 
wounds received while on patrol 

in the Da Nang area. 


His son, Robert, served in Viet- 
nam with the Third Marine Divi- 
sion and another son, Maj. John 
Dorsey, Jr. served witn the 25th 
Infantry there as company com- 
mander and was decorated three 
times. 


Gold star mothers from Yonkers, 
who lost sons in various wars, 
will place wreaths at respective 
monuments. They include Mrs. 
Anne, Salinski, World Wari; Mrs. 
Alice Kinsella, World War II; 
Mrs. Leola Love, Korean War; and 
Mrs. Anne Amadio, Vietnam War. 


Wreaths will also be placed at 

the Lincoln Park Memorial, Civil 
War and Spanish American War Monu- 
ments in Manor House Square prior 
to the parade.

NEW POSTAL RATES 


Although the new postal rates won't 
become effective until December 28, 
1975, you should be aware that the 
Postal Service has announced that 
Bemenreoctober 11, it is programming 
poetedse 90% of all First Class 
Marreweighing 13 oz. or less for 
next and second day delivery. This 
means that it's a waste of money tc 
use Air Mail postage for domestic 
delivery, except on priority mail 
(14 oz. or more) and on mail to 
destinations not covered by the 
speedier service. These are in- 
dicated on maps in local Post 
Offices. 


If you have excess Air Mail stamps 
or cards, you can exchange them at 
full value for ordinary stamps, 
cards, and envelopes. For your 
convenience, the following table 
summarizes the rates for letters 
and postcards:
